A LETTER FROM GEO. T. OLIVER.

He Gives Interesting Facts and Figures on
Fiserimination.

THE COMMITTEE MEETING YESTERDAY

The Committes on Transportation and
Railways, of the Chamber of Commeroce,
held & mesting yesterday merning. Chair-
msn James B. Scott presided. The ocom-
mittee discussed freight diseriminations
and reviewed the work already doume, but
did ot teke up any new business. They
will hold snother meeting some day this
week, but which day has not yet been de-
cided.

The freizht diserimination agitators bave
not given up the fight by any means.  The
gentlemen who have been endesvoriog to
obtain & freight bureau for Pittsburg are
still bopeful of obtaining such an instite-
tion, notwithstanding the spparent lsck of
interest that has been shown by the manu-
facturers and merchants of the citr. Mr
George T. Oliver, who has given a great
deal of attention to the subject, has addressed
the following letter to James B. Scott,
Chairman of the Committes on Railroads
and Transportation of the Chamber of Com-
merce:

Dzan Sm—1 notice by the dally papers
that at & meeting of the Chamber of Com-
merce your comumittes reported progress,
and volunteered the statement that you
were disappointed at the elight interest
taken by the business men of Pittsburg in
the subject of freight rates, which is now
under considerstion by your commitiee,
and that you furtber stated that your com-
mittes was diagnosing the case, ele,

The Effect of an Invitation.

Allow me to suggest the possibility that
the form of invitation sent out by you may
have kept away from your meetings many
business men, who knew that the evil of
nimicsl freight rates existed, but did not
have the necessary knowledge of detalls to
present the !acts clearly before your com-
mittee. In short, an impression has gone
abroad that the committee is not altoxether
friendly to the movement to secure better
freighit rates for the city. It is unfortunate
that thisis the case, for I helleve the com-
mittes 15 sincerely desirous of effecting ull
the reforms that wre possible in this direc-
tion.

1t seems to me (and I know that my opin-
fon is shared by many others) that the facts
elready presented amply justifly o recom-
mendation oy your commitiee in favor of
the establishment of a bureau orassociation
to look after the freight interests of this
community; but ce you desire further
facts, 1 huve one wo of them which have
lately been called to my atteution, and
which I now bee leave 1o gulinit to you.

The city of Baffalo occuples exactly the
same relative position on the Northern
Trunk lines as the city of Pittsburz on the
Pennsylvania and timore and Ohlo sys-
tems. Each of the cities is the dividing
point between the Esstern nnd Western di-
wvisiong of their respective lines. They are
equi-distant from New York, while Pittsbarg
bas the natural advantare of belag 72 miles
neaver to Chicago than Buffulo. On a fair
adinstment of frelelita, therefore, the same
rates shonld apply betwoen New York and
Pitteburz as berweon New York and Bufialo,
while Pittsburg should bave a slight advan-
tage in Western rates.

Yigures on Freight Eates,

The following table of mates will show
whether this is the case or not:
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It will thus be soen that the milroads haul
the same class of freight from New York to
Buffalo for nearly 12 per cent less than from
New York to Pittsburg, while they charge
exactly tha same raies from Pittshurg to
Culea»p as from Chicago to Buffalo, while
the distance Is 72 miles less. This of itsell is
bad enough, but what follows 18 worse,
Under the officinl ciassification the Intes
from New York to Milwnukee are exactly
the same ns those f[rom New York to Chicazo,
Toa reasonable person it wouold ®eem that
the same reason which wonild bring about
thiis state of affairs would give Pittsburg an
ﬂiunl advantaze, L e, that the rates from
Pittsburg to Milwaukee* wonld be the same
as from Pietsburg to Chiesgo. This, how-
ever,is not done,ns a differential of 6 per cent
per 100 on first class, and a proporiionute
amount on other classes are charged on
froight shipped from Milwaukee to Pittsburg
over and above Chicago rate. And bhere
apiin Buflilo comes to the front with the
same rate tn Milwaukes ns to Chicago, The
extent of the disability under wuich Pitts
burg suffers is shown in this table:
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Helping Along Buffulo's Growth,

Now what reasonabie explanstion can be
given for the above condition of affairs, ex-
cept that Buffalo has pablic spirited eciti-
gens who look out for ber interests, while
Pittsburg has none. We cannot expeet your
committee, nor can your committes expect
any ordinary Lusiness man, or men, to make
it thetr business to right this wrong, but §f
we would all combine we conla, without
taking too much of the tlime 0/ any one of
us, secure for Pittsburz the jpluce which
rightfully belongs to her., During the last
accade the popniation of Buffalo increased
from 156,184 to 255,084, or 64 per cen!, whiie
Pittzsbarg and Allegheny combined in-
creased only 46 per cent, nnd tuis notwithe
standing the inet thnt durinz this perdod,
natural gas was discoveren mad developed
right in our midst, The city of Buffulo is
filling up with amall manuinctures which
bring to the community su industrions pop-
uiation, who contribute to swell the deposita
in the savings banks, And are endowed with
every slement of good eitizensiip, We on
the contrary, are Inereasing (ifatall) only
in the line of heavy munufacturing, which
attracts in the main only common laborers.
Tiw publication of the wuy in which the
maflroads treat Buffalo ss compared with
Pittaburg, will pe: haps afford some explan-
stion of the difference in the relative pro-
gress of the two clties,

It Is my opinion that a eareful examina-
tion will develop the !mot that the ireight
mates in and ont of Pittsburg are relatively
higher than those of any other city in the
country of egual size and importance. I re.
fer chilofly to the regular cinssified freight,
and noi to specinl commodities upon which
individual shippers have secared exception-
ally low raves.

Unlted Effort Will Be Safficient.

1 am further free to confess my beliaf
that this condition exists and Is maintained,
not by reason of any prejudice existing in
the minds of raliroad people toward our
eity, nor from any desire on thelr purs to act
unfalrly toward us, but simply becauss no
earnest and diligent effort lins been made
on the part of our cltizens to bring about a
yetorm. If wecan s8how, ae I think we can,
that the revenues of the raflroads will not be
diminished, but on the contrnry will be
groatly increasod by the readjustmont of
rates in the interest of our people, I am con®
fident that the brainy men who dictate the
poilcies of the various rafiroads will bo
quiock to ses the advantave thut will accrue
to them, and will give us tue concessions
whieh of right belong to us. To Lring them
to this int. however, will require mmore
timae and attention than any volunteer can

ve to the tusk. It will elso require more

nowledge of the detnils of the busineas
than is by any ordinary businoss
man. short, & will reguire a railroad
man of large experionce and extens.ve in-
formation on the subject in guestion. 1 he-
lleve that sueh a‘man can be found, and that
the business men of Pittsburg will be willing
